— The following notification which the Central Government proposes to issue in 
exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) read with clause (v) of sub-section 2 of 
Section 3 of the Environment (Protection) Act 1986 (29 of 1986) is hereby published as required 
under sub-rule (3) of rule 5 of the Environment (Protection) Rules, 1986 for infonnation of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby given that the said draft notidcation 
‘'hall be taken into consideration after the expiry of a period of sixty days from the date on which 
copies of the Gazette of India containing this notification are made available to the public; 

Any person desirous of making any objection or suggestion in respect of the said draft 
notification may forward the same in writing for consideration of the Central Government within 
the period so specided to the Secretary to the Government of India, Ministry of Environment &, 
Forests, Parya\ aran Bhavan, CGO Complex, Lodi Road, New Delhi 110 003. 

DRAFT PROPOSALS 

1. (a) It is proposed to notify Mathcran and surrounding region as an Eco Sensitive Zone. I he 

Eco Scnsili\'e Zone shall consist of Mathcran Hill Station Municipality and its ein irons. 
The map of the Eco Sensitive Zone is at Annexurc-A. The description of the boundary 
along with the list of villages is at Annexiire-B, 

(b) All activities in the lorest (both within and outside municipal areas) shall be governed by 
the provisions of the Indian Forests Act, 1972 (16 of 1927) and Forest (Conservation) Act 
1980 (69 of 1980). All activities in the sanctuaries and national parks shall be governed by 
the provisions of the Wildlife (Protection) Act, 1972 (53 of 1972). 

2. The following activities arc proposed to be regulated in the Eco Sensitive Zone, namely; - 

(a) Master Plan for Eco-scnsitive zone: — 

(i) Master plan for the Eco-Sensitive Zone shall be prepared by the State Government 
under the Maharashtra Regional and Town Planning Act 1966 vvithin a period of 
two years (rom the date of publication of this notidcation and approved by the- 
Minislry ol Environment and Forests in the Government of India, d lie Master Plan 
shall provide tor restoration of denuded areas, management of catchment areas, 
provision lor fuel wood, needs of local community and indicate areas where 
industries may be permitted. 

(ii) The Master Plan for Eco-sensitive z.onp shall demarcate all the existing gaothans. 
gaolhan expansion areas, forests, green areas, horticultural areas, agricultural arcas^ 
orchards, tribal areas including tribal hamlets, natural springs, natural heritage sites 
and other environmentally and ecologically sensitive areas, No change of land use

from green uses such as horticulture areas, agriculture, parks and other like places 
to non-green uses and tribal uses to non-tribal uses shall be permitted in the Master 
Plan for Eco-sensitive zone without the prior approval of the Central Government 
in the Ministry of Environment and Forests. The Master Plan shall also indicate 
measures and lay down stipulations for regulating traffic, especially through traffic 
in the Eco Sensitive Zone. 

(iii) The areas within and outside Matheran municipal area shall have separate area 
Plans which may be prepaied by the State Government as a component of the 
Master Plan and concurrence of the Ministry of Environment & Forests shall.be 
obtained on this. All habitations in the Eco-Sensitive Zone having populations of 
more than 5000 should also have Area Development Plans. These shall include 
building regulations for the gaothan areas 

(iv) Pending the preparation of and approval by the Ministry of Environment & Forests 
to the Master Plan for Eco-sensitive zone there shall be no increase in the existing 
parameters oi permissdrle Floor Area Ratio, pcmiissible height, permissible 
maximum number of storeys and permissible coxerage in Matheran Municipal 
limits, Stilts, Mezzanines and basements shall not be permitted in Matheran 
Municipal limits. There shall be a total ban on nev\ constiuction in the Mtitheran 
Municipal council aica. In areas other than Matheran Municipal area 

a) I here shall be no reduction in the Tribal Area/Forest Zone/Grecn Zone 
Agricultural Zone 

b) Absolute height of buildings shall not e.xceed 9 metres and niimbei of 
storeys shall not exceed ground plus one upjier 

c) Activities mentioned in Aiincxiirc-r may be permitted by the momtoriim 
eommitlec subject to Stale / local rules and regulations. 

d) .Any new eonslriiction in oilier areas of the cco-sensilix e zone will recpiiie 
prior approv al of he monitoring comniittce. 

(b) liulustrial Units: - 

(i) Location ol industries shall be only m the designated industrial areas oi estates and 
has to be as per guidelines drawn up by the Government of Maharashtra as well as 
the guidelines issued from time to lime by the Ministry of Environment and 
Forests. 

(ii) In drawing up guidelines, the Master Plan shall specify the industries that are 
completely prohibited, lbo.se that can be permillcd alter an apprai.sal. the 
lequircments and procedures of which are specilled, and those that mav be 
permitted provided certain criteria arc met which should be specified, 

Provided that notliing in these guidelines shall eonnict with the provisions of the 
Environment Impact Assessment Notification of.lanLiary 27, 1904 of the CciiUal 
Government and as amended from time to time. 
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(iii)‘ In future, only non polluting, non hazardous small scale and service industries, 
^oriculture, horticulture or agro based industries producing products from 
indigenous goods from the eco sensitive zone shall be permitted. 


(c) Quarrying and Mining: - Quarrying and Mining activities shall be banned in the Eco- 
Sensitive Zone. No fresh mining lease shall be granted in the Eco Sensitive Zone. However, the 
Monitoring Committee shall be the authority to give special permission for limited quaiTying 
of materials required for the construction of local residential housing and traditional road 
making and maintenance work in Matheran municipal council area only; 

Provided that such quarrying is not done on steep hill slopes or areas with a high degree of 
erosion or on forestlands. 

(d) Trees: - There shall he no felling of trees whether on Forest, Government, Revenue or 
private lands within the Eco-Sensitive Zone, without the prior permission of the State 
Government in case of forest land, and the respective District Collector in case of Government. 
Revenue and private land, as per procedure which shall be prescribed by the State Government, 
provided that the District Collector shall not delegate this power to any subordinate officer 
below the rank of .Sub-Divisional Officer. 

(e) Touri.sm: - Tourism activities shall be as per a Tourism Master Plan, with emphasis on 
cco-tourism, eco-cducalion and eco-dcvciopmcnl, to be prepared by the Department of 
Tourism of the State Government in consultation with the Ministry of Tourism of Government 
of India and approved by the Ministry of Environment & Forests. The Tourism Master Plan 
shall also form a component of the Zonal Master Plan. There shall be a ban on new and 
additional tourist facilities like hotels, restaurants, inns, lodging and boarding houses, etc. 
within Matheran Municipal council area till the T'ourism Master Plan is approved by the 
Ministry of Environment and Forests. 

The T ourism Master Plan shall be based on a detailed Carrying Capacity Study of the Eco- 
.Sensitive Zone which may be carried out by the .Stale Government and submitted to the 
Ministry of Environment & Forests for approval within 2 years of the date of this Notification, 
.Ml new tourism activities, developments for tourism'c.xpansion of e.xisting tourism activities 
shall be permitted only within the parameters of this tourism plan or carrying capacity study. 
Till the Tourism Master Plan is submitted to Ministry of Environment & Forests for approval, 
new tourism activities and developments for tourism expansion of existing tourism activities 
shall be permitted only after a detailed analysis is canied out and approved bv the Monitoring 
Committee subject to guidelines laid down by Ministiy of Env ironment & Forests, 

(f) Natural Heritage: - fhe sites of valuable natural heritage in the /one shall be identified, 
particularly rock lormalions, walcrtalls, pools, springs, gorges, groves, caves, points, walks, 
rides etc. and plans ibr their conservation in their natural setting shall be incoriroratcd in the 
Master Plan. Strict guidelines .shall he drawn up by the Slate Government to discourage 
construction activities at or near these sites including under the garb of providing tourist 
facilities. Ml the gene pool reserve areas in the /one shall be preserved. The State Government 
may draw up propci plans for their conservation or preservation within one year from the date 
of publication of tins Notification. T hese plans shall (brm a part of the Master Plan. 
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(g) IVIan-made heritage: - Buildings, structures, artefacts, areas and precincts of historical, 
architectural, aesthetical, and cultural significance shall be identified and plans for their 
conservation, particularly their exteriors (and wherever deemed appropriate their interiors also) 
shall be prepared and incorporated in the Master Plan within one year from the date, of 
publication of this Notification. Guidelines may be drawn up by the State Government to 
regulate building and other activities in the Eco-sensitive zone, particularly in Matheran 
municipal limits, so that the special character and distinct ambience of the town and the eco 
sensitive zone are maintained. 

(h) Development or construction activity at or around heritage sites (both natural and man¬ 
made) shall be regulated in accordance with the Model Regulation on Conservation of natural 
and man-made Heritage formulated by the Ministry of Environment & Forests in 1995 as 
amended from time to time and circulated to all State Governments and Union Territory 
Administrations) or any other statutory provisions of the State Government, whichever is 
stricter. 

(i) Ground Water: - Extraction of ground water shall be permitted only for the bona fide 
agricultural and domestic consumption of the occupier of the plot. Extraction of ground water 
for industrial/commercial/residential estates/complexes shall require prior permission from the 
State Ground Water Board. No sale of ground water shall be permitted except witli prior 
approval of the Monitoring Committee. 

(j) Use of plastics: - The Monitoring Committee shall regulate the use of plastics and tetra- 
packs within the Eco Sensitive Zone. Plastic bags within Matheran municipal limits shall’be 
completely banned. 

(k) Protection of Hill Slopes: - The Master Plan shall indicate areas on hill slopes w'here 
construction shall not be permitted and there shall be no construction on steep hill slopes or 
with a high degree of erosion. 

(l) Discharge of effluents: - The discharge of any untreated effluent is prohibited within the 
Eco Sensitive Zone. No effluent, either treated or untreated, shall be permitted to be discharged 
into any water body/ water source within the zone. 

(m) Solid Wastes: - The local authorities shall draw up plans for the segregation of solid 
wastes into biodegradable and non-biodegradable components. The biodegradable material 
may be recycled preferably through composting or vermiculture; the inorganic material may be 
disposed of at environmentally acceptable locations. No burning or incineration of solid wastes 
shall be pennissible within Matheran Municipal Area. It is clarified that the term solid wastes 
include domestic, industrial, commercial and garden wastes. 

(n) Natural Springs: - The catchment area of all natural springs shall be identified and plans 
for their conservation and rejuvenation of those that have run dry in their natural setting shall 
be incorporated in the Master Plans. Strict guidelines shall be drawn up by the State 
Government to ban development activities at or near these areas. 

(o) Traffic: - No vehicular traffic shall be permitted within the municipal limits of Matheran, 
except ambulance and fire engine. 
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3. Monitorin g Committee : 

(a) l"lie Govcmincnt of India in the Ministry-of I'lixironment & Forests shall constitute a 
Monitoring Committee to ensure compliance with the provisions of this notificatinn. 
Besides the above provisions of the notification, the monitoring committee shall have die 
powers to regulate and control noise pollution within the Fco Sensitive Zone. An 
oufstanding/cminent person with sulTicient managcrial/administrative experience and 
understanding ot local problems shall chaii the committee. The Monitoring Committee 
shall include represenlativc(s) of the Ministry of bnvironment and Forests, Cential 
Pollution Control Board ;ind at least two representatives of non-government organisations 
working in the field of environment (including heritage conservation). Collector ot Raigad 
District, Maharashtra shall be a member/convenor. I he membership of the committee 
including Chairman shall not exceed ten. 

(b) It shall be the duty of the Monitoring Committee to file complaints under section Id of the 
Environment (Protection) Act, 1086 ifoffences under the said Act come to its notice. 

(c) The C'ommitlee or any ofllcei or member of the Monitoring C’ommittec aulhoriscii b_v die 
Committee shall be aulhoiised to lllc complaints under the Environment (Protection) /\ct. 
1986, 

4. In exercise of the powers conferred by Sub-section (3) of Section 3 of the Enviionmcni 
(Protection) Act, 1986, read with Section 23 of the said Act. the Ministry of hnvironmeiu 
and Forests, (jovernment of India empowers the Monitoring Committee to discharge the 
functions specifically enumerated in the Notillcation and to do all things incidental 
thereto, (except the function as arc required to be performed by the Central (iovernment 
under the provisions of the Environment Impact Assessment Notification of 27lh .lanuar\, 
1994 as amended from time to time). 

5. Appeal: 

(a) An appeal from any order of the Monitoring Committee shall lie with the Mmistrv 
of Environment and Forests: provided that the appeal shall be made within si\l> 
days of date of receipt of the order by the affected person s, 
institutions/organisations. 

(b) The-Ministry of Environment and forests shall dispose of the appeal within thniv 
days of date of receipt of the appeal.
